duct here. The projec.t was part of an estimated $4,400,000 
in new construction on nine projects for which bids were 
opened Thursday. 


Competition for the Lincoln project was close with 


only a. little over $5,000 separating the two high bidders. 
Apparently low was W. A. Lynn Construction Co. and 
Roberts Construction Co. both of Lincoln. 


Second was Bushman, Construc- 


tion Co., St Joseph, Mo 


Engineers had estimated cost ol 


the proposed structure at aboul 
$1,500,000 


The new viaduct will extend 


from 2nd to 9th streets and be 
2,810 feet long. The viaduct without 
counting approaches will be 1,86' 
feet Included in the work is the 
paving of the open area under 
the viaduct 


Provided Divided Highway 


The new structure, replacing the 


present 60-year old span, will pro- 
vide a four-lane divided highway. 
There will be two-26-foot roadways 
with a four foot median separating 
them and four foot sidewalks on| 
both sides of the viaduct. There 
will also be 18 foot service roads; 
on each side of the viaduct to 
service business houses on the 
street. 


The contractors are prohibited 


from closing the present structure 
to traffic before next March 1 and 
it .must' be reopened to traffic 
before Dec. 1.

'Much Broader' 


Presidential P r e s s Secretary

Rockefeller's tasks were "much j 
broader" than those faced by 
Jackson. He explained that, while 
Jackson wrestled with psychologi- 
cal warfare in the cold war, Rocke- 
feller would add to that job con- 
sideration of how to co-ordinate the 
work of all government agencies 
toward the President's program 
for peace 


Rockefeller w a s b u s y wind- 


ing up his work as top assistant 
to Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby and 
preparing to move into the execu-

ler's duties was immediately forth- 
coming- However. Eisenhower said 
in his letter that Rockefeller would 
attend meetings of the Cabinet, 
the National Security Council, the 
Council on Foreign Economic pol- 
icy, and fhe Operations Co-ordi- 
nating Board.

third and heaviest earth- 
quake since July rocked 
Nevada and rumbted into 
four other Western states 
early.'

The report said prices received 


by farmers for poultry and eggs 
during recent months were at the 
lowest levels since the *arly 1940's. 


Hog prices reached record highs 


during the early part of 1954 but 
declined to lower levels during the 
latter part of the year as a re- 
sult of the large spring pig crop 
of 1954. 


Cash Income 


Cash income of Nebraska farm- 


ers, including government pay- 
ments, amounted to $1,119,117,000 
in 1953, although down about $67,- 
000,000 from the 1951 all-time high. 


The 1954 figures is not in yet. 
The report showed 1,218,000 acres 


under irrigation in ^Nebraska, com- 
pared to 874,000 acres ten years 
ago.

Sale "by the drink" is licensed 


in 101 places. In the majority of 
these, only beer may be sold by 
the drink. 


The estimated consumption in 


Nebraska for the year ending Dec. 
1 was 20,892,649 gallons of beer, 


1,335,210 gallons of hard liquor, 
475,627 gallons of fortified wine and 
135,832 gallons of light wine. 


The Commission's enforcement 


department reported 685 arrests 
and 539 convictions for liquor law 
violations during the 12 month 
period. Fines collected totalled 
$20,562. 


Beer and liquor tax revenue for 


the year amounted to $2,885,543, 
down slightly from the $2,972,506 
reported in 1953. 


A Commission spokesman ex- 


plained heavy purchase of revenue 
stamps in .anticipation of a larger 
holiday business than materialized 
a year ago, with a resultant slow- 
ing down at the beginning of 1954 
could account for the fluctuation. 
Collections ran relatively heavier 
in recent months than at the be- 
ginning of this year.

A newspaper associate, Editor W. Earl Hall 


of Mason City, la., came to Lincoln Wednesday 
to address local saiety workers on Safe Driving 
Day.

What Mr. Hall had in mind in speaking 
of a willingness to pay for safety on the roads 
is that the drivers of automobiles would exer- 
cise such prudence and caution that accidents 
would b* avoided. The one single factor con- 
tributing most to highway deaths, it is to be be- 
lieved, is the single second of recklessness, the 
flash of the eye when the autoist for the 
briefest of periods takes a chance or a gamble 


which ends badly. 


Generally there can be satisf action vwith S-D 


Day. While it had been hoped that for a single 
24-hour' period the number of traffic deaths 
could be cut in two, the goal did not ma- 
terialize. 
On this day when everyone had been 


exhorted to be thinking of safety, 41 traffic 
deaths occurred. 
The daily average is 60. So 


to reach the goal, it would have been necessary 
to hold traffic deaths for the 24-hour period 
to 30. 


Mr. Hall, long a pioneer in the safety move- 


ment, has the sound, sane approach, it seems 
to us. 
Whenever «the American people make 


up their minds that they want safety bad 
enough to sacrifice their own personal inclina- 
tions to pay for it, then the traffic problem 
will lose some of its grim notes. 


Allan Kline Retires 


,Jt will be interesting to watch the American 
Farm Bureau Federation in its attitude with 
respect to the farm program over the next two 
years. 
Allan B. Kline is retiring from the 


post of president of that group, and he in a 
very large sense has been responsible for its 
thinking with reference to the farm program. 
There is some basis for the conclusion that Mr. 
Kline was confronted with opposition within the 
ranks of his own organization in his persistent 
advocacy of less government interference in 
the operation of'the American farm. Here and 
there in the Middle West, individual farm bu- 
reau groups have expressed opposition to the 
so-called Benson program, and particularly in 
connection with price supports have been fa- 
vorable to the rigid provision of 90 per cent of 
parity. 


Mr. Kline's decision to retire rested upon the 


best and most sound reason. His doctor ad- 
vised him against continuing to shoulder the 
arduous burdens which are a part of the 
duties of the office he held. He is getting out 
in the interest of his health. 
And that can be 


taken at full face value because if the shift from 
the old farm program to the Benson plan actu- 
ally has incited conflict within the ranks of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, Mr. Kline 
never was a man to run away from a battle. 


This much can be said. He perhaps more 


than any other single individual, more than the 
author of the new policy himself, is responsible 
for the change in national farm policy. It has 
been his philosophy, right or wrong, that in 
the long-run farmers will fare better to retain 
their own right of decision and to choose their 
own course of action rather than look to gov- 
ernment.

It is now 
recommended and already has been put into 
force that provision be made for reserves, a 
far-sighted, sonnd step in connection with the 
Operation of the water department.

So to all who, when reminded that this is 


-the birthday of the Bill* of Rights, must pause 
and ask himself, "What are they, each and 
every one of them?"' and cannot readily give 
answer, we recommend that they be hunted up 
"and studied. 
There could be no better way 


to observe a truly wonderful birthday. 


Van Fleet Switches 


General James Van Fleet has withdrawn his 


name from the committee which lately set forth 
to get 10 million signatures for McCarthy. He 
said that Joe's attack on the President changed 
his mind about the whole thing. 


The general neither helped himself when he 


became connected with the pro-McCarthy move- 
ment nor quite cleared himself by his manner 
of leaving it. The McCarthy issue is a quali- 
tative one. 
If his tactics are reprehensible

WASHINGTON — Civil Defense 


has now decided the president's 
air-raid shelter, built for FDR dur- 
ing World War II, is not completely 
safe. 
It is no secret to anyone 


that this is buried on the White 
House grounds; so it's feared that 
a direct H-bomb hit would scoop 
the vaultlike shelter right out of 
the earth. 


As a result, President Eisenhow- 


er has been assigned a secret, out- 
of-town cave, where he will be 
whisked, along with his top aides 
and cabinet officers, in case of 
an air raid. This gigantic, bomb- 
proof cave is equipped with tons 
of supplies and rations, special elec- 
tronics and radio gear, air filters 
necessary to run the nation from 
an emergency headquarters. 


The President's 
exodus from 


Washington, of course, depends on 
adequate warning. The Air Force 
hopes our radar screen in northern 
Canada will give Washington four 
hours' notice of an enemy attack. 
If the warning is too short, Ike 
will have to take his chances in 
the White House shelter. 


This is a small, compact, sub- 


terranean shelter, encased in four 
feet \)f solid concrete, reinforced 
with steel. It is equipped with its 
own heating system, power plant, 
communications network and wat- 
er supply—all independent of the 
city overhead. 


Chief problem is that the White 


House shelter will accommodate 
only 20 to 25 persons. No list has 
yet been drawn up as to who in 
the White House would go with the 
President and who would have to 
take their chances with the outside 
populace. 


Civil Defense has held several 


practice "dry runs" to determine 
how long it would take to evacuate 
the President and his cabinet to 
their secret hideaway together with 
3,000 other top officials to scattered 
relocation centers.

By consistently turning the other 
cheek and responding with a soft 
answer or no answer at'all, the 
President has let the Wisconsin 
senator go on until, in this hopeful 
view, he has alienated most of his 
followers. 


With McCarthy's direct 
attack 


on Mr. Eisenhower, it became a 
choice between the President and 
the senator. Faced with that choice 
and the approaching elections in 
1956. most Republicans, whether 
they like it or not, must follow the 
Eisenhower banner. The alterna- 
tive is to split the party so violent- 
ly that even with the Eisenhower 
name again at the head of the bal- 
lot victory would be impossible. 


If the President had hit back at 


McCarthy, he would merely have 
given the senator an opporfunity 
to trade blows on a level of seem- 
ing equality with the chief execu- 
tive. By not engaging in arty ex- 
change, much as Mr. Eisenhower 
has been tempted to do so. he has 
maintained the dignity of the nresi- 
dcncy above factional strife. Thus, 
in the view of his associates, his 
stature has increased while that 
of McCarthy has dwindled. 


Shortly after the new Congress 


convenes Senat" Republicans may 
be confronted with another test of 
•whether their allegiance is to Mc- 
Carthy or the President. Senator- 
elect Clifford P. Case of New Jer- 
sey, who was elected by a hair- 
line margin, has announced that 
in accord with a campaign pledge 
he will challenge McCarthy's right 
to have a place on any Senate com- 
mittee with investigative powers.

Medical Assn.. he said fainting oc- 
curs when deep-lying blood ves- 
sels, particularly in the legs and 
abdomen, are temporarily widened 
by paralysis or active dilation. 


A faint and fall to the ground is 


nature's way of getting stagnant 
blood moving back to the heart 
and brain, he adde. 


"Forcing the fainting person to 


sit up' will only prolong the un- 
conscious state and may initiate 
irreversible damage," he said.

the nation's print-loving capital,

Hous». 


Dec. 10. 1814 


Nineteen 
Washington printers 


met on Dec. 10, 1814, to form 
"one body for the mutual benefit 
of each, binding ourselves one to 
the other." On Jan. 7, 1815, the 
job was complete, with a constitu- 
tion and bylaws. 


~*!There were other unions in the 


country before ours," president 
Jesse B. Manbeck said, "but 
they'd come into existence for a 
particular purpose. Once they had 
•won—or "lost—their point, they'd 
disappear. We've stayed here right 
along, and we've got the records 
to prove it." 


•Scale of Prices' 


These records show that in the 


early days, instead of prolonged 


the printers merely 


of prices 


negotiations, 
sent around a "scale 
to their employers. 


The printers were firm with Con- 


gress from the start. The scale 
then was $9 for a 60-hour week, 
or 15 cents an hour. But if Con- 


gress were in town, the union price 
was $10 a week. 
' 


Manbeck thinks this was not an 


attempt by the composing room 
to show what it thought of con- 
gressional oratory. It was just that 
in those days printers h»d more 
work to do when the legislators 
were here. 


Times Change 


Well, times have changed. The 


government Printing Office, begun 
so modestly by Abraham Lincoln, 
m* has 1,500 printers. Add to this 
the monthly magazines of unions 
and trade associations, and you 
see why printing is one of this 
city's 
biggest businesses. 
Only 


New York and Chicago have more 
printers. 


Minimum wages for printers 


here now range from $2.87 to $3.15 
an hour. On the" other hand, no 
longer do they get a bonus for put- 
ting, a congressman's hot words in- 
to cold type. 


Manbeck says in its long history 


Columbia has rung up a number of 
labor firsts, some of which still 
are hotly controversial. 


'Closed Shop' 


In 1842, for example, the printers 


here resolved not to work with 
nonunion men, thereby starting the 
"closed shop." 


And Manbeck says the local 


printers were first with the eight- 
hour day (1866) and the 35-hour 
week (1933). 


Since the time of Ben Franklin, 


Printers have gone on to succeed 
in other fields. Adolph Ochs of the 


New York Times, James Gordon 
Bennett of the New York Herald, 
Benjamin Day of the Newt York 
Sun and Horace Greeley of the 
New York Tribune are classified 
as "outstanding union printers." 


Union Support 


When Greeley ran for president, 


he got enthusiastic union support. 
A fellow named U. S. Grant won, 
though. 


In 1834, Ely Moore of New York 


became the first printer to he 
elected to Congress. Two printers 
are there' today: Reps. John D. 
Dingell 
(D-Mich) 
and George 


Rhodes (D-Pa). 


But one name on the list of emi- 


nents—songwriter Samuel Wood- 
worth—was a surprise, at least to 
this reporter.

holm. It was considered likely that 
he would get a reply from Chou 
whether he would receive him in 
Peiping or whether the ambassa- 
dor would be authorized to talk.

The Navy men were operating with 
the Formosa patrol at the time 
the airplane was shot down. Exten- 
sive search was made at the time 
for possible survivors. The Penta- 
gon's last casualty summary noted 
that there was a possibility that 
the six are alive because Chinese 
Nationalist^ sources reported that 
the Americans had been paraded 
through the streets of Swatow, 
China, early in 1953.

From Lincoln To Ash/and 
/s Five-Mile-A-Day Task

From Lincoln to Ashland would 


normally be a short trip of about 
one-half hour. 


But for Elmer Cole, field inspec- 


tor for the city engineering de: 
partment, the trip can also be 
long and-tiring. The' reason for 
this is that Cole has to make the 
trip inside a 48-inch pipe that in 
some cases is nearly 30 feet un- 
der ground. 


Cole is the inspector for the 


construction of the Ashland to 
Lincoln water transmission line. 
Every joint inside the pipe (there 
is one every 10 feet) must be in- 
spected to assure a smooth sur- 
face and no leakage. 


On his final inspection 
tour, 


Cole hopes to cover about five of 
the 20 to 25 miles involved a day. 
To facilitate his travel from joint 
to joint inside the huge concrete 
cylinder, Cole travels on a little 
four-wheeled scooter similar 
to 


the crawlers used by mechanics 
to slide underneath cars. 


Every five miles there is an 


opening in the pipe for' the final 
installation of a 
valve through 


which Cole can get out' of the 
pipe. 


Sound, Cole said, travels with 


terrific echoing through the pipe. 
If words are said slowly, be stated, 
people could converse with each 
other while at opposite ends of the 
pipe. 


Laying of the pipe is expected to 


be completed in January. Actually, 
only several weeks of work on the 
job remain but construction crew- 
men, some of whom have b e e n 
away From their families for many 
months, are taking a short Christ- 
mas vacation. 


When completed, the pipe itseli 


will bold a substantial volume of 
water, 10 million gallons.

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Non-Virulent Polio Virus Is Suggested 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON, Dsc. 16 MV-Dr. 


Albert B. Sabin, one of the nation's 
leading virus investigators, said to- 
nifht there now is evidence sug- 
gesting that a nonvirulent form 
of polio virus may exist in nature. 


important factor in explaining the 
fact that the vast majority of hu- 
man beings develop immunity to 
polio without suffering paralysis' 
Dr. Sabin, a University of Cincin- 
nati scientist, discussed his find- 
ings in a paper prepared for a 
lecture at the National Institute 
of Health. 


Differences In Peosle 


In the past, a major concept has 


been that differences in people 
themselves, rather than 
differ- 


ences in polio virus, could help 
account for the fact that most peo- 
ple develop' a natural immunity 
without getting a paralytic infec- 
tion. 


Dr. Sabin told about laboratory 


development of strains of nonviru- 
lent, or "tamed" polio virus, from 
virus that was originally highly 
paralytic to test animals. These 
tamed strains he added, have been 
found capable of producing signs 
of polio immunity in chimpanzees 
and a few human volunteers. 


Test Results 


The evidence that a nonvirulent 


form of polio virus may also exist 
in nature, he said, is as follows: 


During the summer of 1953, ma- 


•terial was obtained from the in- 
testinal tract of approximately 1,- 


500 healthy Cincinnati children who 
had no known contact with any 
case of polio. When this material 
was placed in a culturing medium, 
Sabin and his associates recovered 
five strains of polio virus. Later, 
when the virus was injected into 
She spinal cords of monkeys, it 


as shown that the strains be- 


the laboratory. 


He said that eventually it may 


be possible to develop an antipolio 
vaccine employing the laboratory 
developed nonvirulent virus. 


Some scientists believe that a 


vaccine made of living, but modi- 
fied-for-safety virus, could produce 
more potent immunity than a vac- 
cine made of chemically killed 
virus. 


The 


Jonas 


vaccine developed by Dr. 
E. Salk of the University 


of Pittsburgh, and now undergoing 
nationwide appraisal, is of the lat- 
ter type. 


But Dr. Salk declared only last 


week that he couldn't agree with 
the idea that a vaccine containing 
living, but modified, virus would 
be more potent. Salk also reported 
new blood-study evidence suggest- 
ing that his own vaccine can create 
powerful, long lasting protection 
against polio.

Congress for authority to regulate 
direct sales, such as the city, but 
that it lacks it now. 


In the dispute with Kansas-Ne- 


braska, the city cancelled its con- 
tract for power plant gas. This, 
the Commission said, put the city 
in the position of having no con- 
tract for, and no right to, power 
plant gas. The Commission add- 
ed that it was unable to write a 
new contract for the parties.

summoned a ringside doctor. The doctor advised 
stopping the fight to prevent permanent damage to 
Pierre's eye and Flores wisely followed the physician s > 
eye 


advice. 


Chances are that the two re- 


cent ring deaths may have 
hurried Flores to s u m m o n a 
doctor, but that's all right, too. 


Olson was obviously ahead on 


points, and pounding Langlois on 
the inside and on the face. With 
his eye already cut and the fight 
very probably lost, the French- 
man had nothing to gain and a 
very great deal to lose if the 
bout continued and he received 
serious eye damage. 


Langlois put up a fine fight and 


kept Bobo busy. So thanks to an 
intelligent and quick - a c t i n g 
referee, the French boxing am- 
bassador can continue his climb 
in the ring world, with two eyes. 


Boxing is a fine sport and is 


gaining popularity, but it's a 
brutal sport at best. If a referee 
will put a stop to a bout before 
the fighters wallow around in 
blood and gore for three rounds 
or so to the benefit of no one, 
•we say more power to him. 


Loss of Dirkes Rolston and Jim 


Yeisley—as a result of University 
of Nebraska disciplinary action— 
won't cripple the Huskers against 
Duke. 


However, RolstOH would cer- 


tainly come in handy in the 
eventuality of injuries striking 
the first two units. Yeisley hasn't 
played all fall. 


The incident does point up the 


need for an athletic dormitory. 


With the athletes in one wing 


of the present buildings, and with 
their own kitchen facilities, com- 
plefe supervision of conduct, 
hours and scholarship could be 
maintained. 


This, doesn't mean to infer that 


the athletic department, coaches 
or university officials were lax 
in supervision or that they are 
in any way responsible for the 
loss of Rolston or Yeisley. The 
pair foolishly violated a simple 
regulation and were punished ac- 
cording to the regulations. They 
alone are at fault. 


But a Nebraska athletic dormi- 


tory could help a great deal in 
building spirit and preventing 
recurrences, even though such a' 
set up would call for some regi- 
mentation. 


Notre Dame and Oklahoma 


are two prominent schools that 
rely on association — athletic 
dorms—and both schools may be 
considered as having successful 
athletic programs. 


A similar dormitory program 


might help Nebraska. 


Lincoln's Don Boldebuck, the 


former Wesleyan cage star, is 
making quite a name for himself 
at Houston. 


In his first four games he has 


scored a total of 123 points and 
his 38 points against Sam Hous- 
ton State tied the school's indi- 
vidual record set by Guy Lewis

She announced in a statement 


Thursday that she was consider- 
ng the possibility. 


An aide said later he believes 
here is a good chance she will 
announce her decision Friday in 
view of her plans to leave New 
York by plane Saturday for a five 
weeks tour of Europe with her 
daughter, Alice. 


Mrs. Abel was elected in Novem- 


)er to complete the term of Sen. 
Dwight Griswold ,(R-Neb) who died 
in April. She succeeded another 
woman republican, Mrs. Eve Bow- 
ring, who had been appointed tem- 
>orarily by Nebraska's Gov. Cros- 
y-In the same election Curtis, vet- 
eran of 16 years in the House of 
Representatives, was elected to a 
ull six year term as a Republican 
senator from Nebraska. 


Informed of Mrs. Abel's state- 


ment that she might resign, Curtis 
said "no comment." He told re- 
porters that he felt any decision 
on such a move was up to Mrs. 
Abel and Gov. Crosby. 


If Sen. Abel should resign the 


governor couid name Curtis to re- 
ilace her until the new Congress 
convenes and Curtis' term begins 
officially Jan. 5. This would give 
him an edge on other new senators 
who will take office Jan. 5 It 
could play an important part in 
determining his committee assign- 
ments—all based on seniority. 


In Lincoln, Gov. Crosby indi- 


cated that he would go along with 
any plan to enhance Curtis' stand- 
ing on Senate seniority lists, say- 
ing: 


'I have warm friendship toward 


both Sen -elect Curtis a n d Sen. 
Abel. Anything agreeabl" to them, 
I would co-operate with whole- 
heartedly " 


Crosby, incidentally, was one of 


several candidates for the senator- 
ial nomination defeated by Curtis 


n the Nebraska Republican prim- 
ary. 


Mrs. 
Abel in announcing that 


she might resign said the possibil- 
ty was based upon whether it "ap- 
pears advantageous to Nebraska 
and its interests or to Senator- 
Elect Curtis personally." 


Her statemtnt continued: 
"If I do so resign it will be in 


he hope that Mr. Curtis by gain- 
ing seniority in the Senate, will be 
in a position to better benefit Ne- 
>raska. 


"There seem to be many aspects 


of the Senate's situation and i wish 
o explore them thoroughly before 
finally making up my mind. 


"This is in line with my state- 


ment last July, that if elected to 
he Senate I would co-operate to 
permit our new senator to be sworn 


at the earliest date so as to

Not Seen 
Jeary, Aitken Say 
Earnings; Needed

earnings, which totaled $459,783 the 
past fiscal year, should raise no 
false hopes of reduced rates. 


At least, there will be no rate 


reduction in the eyes of two city 
representatives. 
Mayor C l a r k 


Jeary and William Aitken, former 
vice chairman of the city's water 
advisory board which worked on 
the water bond sale and improve- 
ment program, have made state- 
ments to discourage thoughts of 
rate reductions. 


In a letter to the City Council, 


Aitken stated that "it seems'clear 
to me that there should be no con- 
sideration whatever of any prepay- 
ment of bonds or change in water 
rates until there has been a com- 
pletion of the entire water develop- 
ment program as originally recom- 
mended by the advisory board and 
adopted by the City Council . . . 
The earnings available under con- 
tinued profitable operation will be 
required for construction use for 
some years ahead if this purpose 
is to be achieved." 


Aitken also sent copies of the 


letter to other members of the now 
dissolved advisory board. 


"I wouldn't favor'reducing rates 


at this time," Jeary said, "for to 
do so would create the same sit- 
uation for which we have criticized 
past 
administrations—failure 
to 


build up an adequate surplus water 
supply." 


Jeary noted that the department 


earnings form the basis for past 
claims he has made that the re- 
mainder of the improvement pro- 
gram can be carried out without 
another bond sale. Only $6 million 
of the $3.5 in bonds authorized has 
been sold. 


Surplus 
earnings, 
the 
mayor 


said, should be put back into plant 
improvements, at least for the 
present time. 


It was noted by Aitken that the 


city, in its bond prospectus issued 
at the time the $6 million was 
sold, pledged itself to maintain 
rates that would produce gross 
earnings in 1954 of $575,000. The 
annual department audit showed 
gross earnings of $585,960 for the 
1953-54 fiscal year. 


Also, Aitken said, the use of sur- 


plus earnings have been committed 
by the terms of the official state- 
ment or bond circular for the ad- 
ditional construction deemed es- 
sential in carrying on the water 
program.
